From the Records and Acts of Parliament it is undeniable, that 
the. Power of. nominating Judges, Counſellors, and all Officers 
of State; the Power of levying War, and raiſing Taxes, were 
ſarpd by the People; - Covenants were entred into by a Part of the 
Subjects, and by them impos'd imper iouſly upon the reſt; Leagues 
and Govenants:were entred into with England; Ambaſſadours 
were ſent to Foreign Princes and States; and even to France, (tho?

This Cau- 
f tion was much more juſt in Scotland, than even in England; be- 
cauſe the Diſſenters in Scotland were more bigotted to the Co- 
venant, which is a conſtant Fond for Rebellion. 4. The po 
- fterior Acts made againſt Field-Conventicles, were the neceſſary ' 
Product of new acceſſional Degrees of Rebellion; and were not 
Puniſhments deſign'd againſt Opinions in Religion, but meerlx

We could wiſh that our Accuſers would be careful, that in 
being too rigid Cenſurers of us, they do not expoſe all Governments, 
and even the preſent to Reproach: For it would ſeem to ſome who 
are now By- ſtanders, as they then were, that though they cry'd 
out againſt us for torturing, when it was warranted by our uncon- 
trayerted Law; yet the Expediency of Government, or ſome o- 
ther Reaſon makes them do it, after they had declar'd it a Grievance, 
and had raid againſt it as inconſiſtent with all Humanity, Nor do J 
ſee, that the reſerving it only to King and Parliament anſwers this 
Obje&ion; for the Parliament by their Authority cannot make 
that fit, which is inconſiſtent with Human Nature, or that convenient 
which was declar'd to be incapable to-produce the true Effect for which 
it was deſignd: And the making Torture then only a Grievance, when 
inflicted without a Canſe (as is pretended) ſeems to ſatisſie as little, 
ſince every Man can ealily pretend, That what he does isdone upon 
juſt Motives. The — — many, and keeping them long, can 
hardly be objected to us, ſince the preſent Government find them- 
ſelves obliged to do both; and the laſt Parliament, in their great 
Wiſdom, thought it fit to reject a Bill for habeas corpus, when it 
Was preſs d as ſuitable to one of the, Grievances: Nor can we yet 
diſcover why the Forfeitures of thoſe ſhould be reſcinded by the cur- 
rent Parliament, who were Sentenc'd for having taken up Arms at 
 ' Pentlana-hills, and Botbwel-Bridgz; or thoſe who were forfeited for 
the Proclamations at Sanquhar, and elſewhere, wherein King 
Charles was declared to have loſt his Right to the Crown, for ha- 
ding broke the Covenant (that Tripartit and Fundamental Contract 
betwixt God, the King, and his People) and wherein it is declared, 
a Duty to kill him, and all who ſervd him, and to throw off the 
_ Race of the Stewarts, as conſtant Enemies to God: * As alſo how

Me do therefore in the laſt Place recommend to all diſiatereſſed 


Men, to conſider, That the Men of the greateſt Quality, Learn- 
ing, Experience, Parts, and Eſtates being then in the Govern- 
ment, and upon Oath; it is to be preſumed, That Love to the Sal- 


vation of their Souls, Reſpect to their Honour, and Care of their 
Families and Poſterity, would have obliged them to ſhun and 
avoid all thoſe Severities with which they are now moſt unjuſtly 
charged; and in common Charity to believe, that what was then 


done by thoſe in Power, was deſign'd only for the Security of the 
Proteſtant Religion, againſt thoſe Factions and Schiſms, and to

All the Nobility and Geatry, 
almoſt all who are in the preſent Government roſe againſt them 
With rheir Swords in their Hands, and fo were more guilty (if 
that muſt be called Guilt) than any Judge; theſe Proceedings were 
Juſtiſied by many Parliaments, and all the Judicatures; and Eng»

out theCauſes of our Lord's tatr y ing, when thoſe wHoare now calling u Devils,

, were driven thence by Perſecution; we took our ſelves to the Fields, hol- 
ding ſtill by our Duty, where many Women did offer themſelves to 


the Work, with whom our Spirits was many a Time burdened, whom 


we could not put away (as our bleſſed Lord dealt with Judas, whom he 


knew would betray him) without manifeſt Cauſes: We ſtayed not with. 
them but on ſolemn Days, ſuch as Sabbathe, and appointed Times for 
-publick meeting; but when they took their Reſt betwixt Hands, we 


continued ſtill in Fields, Nights and Days, faſting and praying for two 


or three. Days together ſeveral Times, and it was always their Fear we 


iauld propoſe ſome Queſtion to try them for Separation, and that Night 
beſore we was taken, we warned them that the Soldiers would come, and 
told them to-uſe their Freedom : We ſaw them alſo a Mile off, an 
Hour before they came, and none of them would go away; and after we 


were brought in hither, aſter ſome ſeveral Days Faſting and Prayer, we 
being warned by the Holy Ghoſt, followed Eſtber's Advice, and conti- 


nued fror Eight a Clock of the Morning, the 24 Day of the 5 Month, 


till the 27 at Four Afternoon, Faſting and Praying; we fent them

Word likewiſe to Faſt and Pray, and when we-ſent them the Anſwer of 
our Prayers in the Writ, they called us Devils: Thence we faſted till 
the 28 Day at Night, and thence till the 30 at Night, waiting ſtill to 


ſee if they would recover, but they waxed ſtill worſe, and we were for- 


ced ro write this to vindicate out Carriage towards them. 
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
